MEXICO CITY, March 24.— 
(AP)—No country can exist with- 
out religion and morality, and 
therefore Mexico does not perse- 
cute the Roman church, said Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon, sole candidate to 
succeed President Calles, in a 
speech tonight at Canitas, state of 
Zacatecas. 

“The revolution’s successes are 
due precisely to the fact that we 
have established liberty of con- 
science. For us the Roman Catho- 
lic, the Evangelist, the Mason and 
persons of every sect and opinion 
are equally respectable. Without 
this high moral level, we would 
have no country, for a country 
cannot exist without religion and 
morality.”

(Article IIT) which has brought hon- 
or to its framers: “Religion, morality 
and knowledge being necessary to 
good government and the happiness of 


mankind, schools and the means of 
edueation shall forever be encour- 
aged.” 

Constitution Guards Against 


Religious Tests 
The Government Printing Office at 
Washington, D. C., has recently pub 
‘lished a large volume entitled “Docu- 
menta Illustrative of the Formation 
of the Union of the American States.” 
We have, therefore, in this large col- 
lection of 1115 pages all the historical 
papers pertaining to the debates which 
occurred in Philadelphia during the 
four summer months of 1787 when the

over these historic pages, we realize 
that complete religious liberty was 
never questioned by the delegates who

When the Constitution came before 
the State Legislatures for considera- 
tion, the clause against the test oath 
in the sixth article aroused considera- 
ble discussion. It would take us too 
far afield to describe the action of each 
of the thirteen Assemblies. - some 
of the State Legislatures it was deci : 
ed that the sixth article did not go fa 
enough in establishing religious equal- 
ity. In other’ States, particularly in 
Massachusetts, fear was expressed 
over such liberty being granted to 
Catholics. Major Lusk, a member of 
the Massachusetts Legislature, openly 
declared that he “shuddered at the 
idea that the Roman Catholics might 
be introduced into office.” 

Only two Catholics are Signers of 
the Constitution—Thomas Fitzsimons | 
and Daniel Carroll. 

The Constitution was adopted by 
eleven States between December 7, 
1787 and July 26, 1788. North Caro- 
lina and Rhode Island came into the’ 
fold after the new government began 
its eareer(April 30, 1789), the former 
on November 21, 1789, the latter on 
May 29, 1799. The first Congress of 
the United States had as one of its 
first tasks the settlement of what has 
since been called the Bill of Rights, 
namely the acceptance of certain 
amendments proposed by the States. 
at the time they adopted the Const: 
tution, for the purpose of guarantee- 
ing individual liberty. The first ten 
amendments were ne aa and declared 
to be in force December 15, 1791. 
Tolerance Provision in Bill of Rights

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL | 


AN EASTER THOUGHT. 
'Tis life whereof our nerves are scant, 
, Oh life! not death for which we pant, ‘ 
More life and fuller that we want. 
Tennyson. 


This natural craving of man’s nature is guaranteed us 
by the resurrection of Christ, which is honored by the beau- 
tiful feast of Easter. Jesus had given this assurance even 
before His death: “I am the resurrection and the life” (John 
11, 25). 

These words, containing the greatest consolation ever 
uttered, were spoken first to a sorrowing woman. It was 
only one of hundreds of instances by which Christ ap- 
proached the individual soul; and, since, as St. Gregory 
says, His very example was a precept governing ministra- 
tions in His Church, the services which the Catholic Church 
renders humankind are dispensed to and in behalf of indi- 
viduals, 

The individual is made a child of God by baptism; he is 
enrolled among the soldiers of Jesus by another sacrament 
individually applied; his association with Jesus in Holy 
Communion is personal, individual; he comes before the 
priest individually for absolution and direction. When he 
is united in marriage the Church’s blessing is a particular 
blessing intended for the two who are made one; when the 
end of life is near, when the physician says there is no more 
hope, a special sacrament to prepare him to die the better 
is brought to his own home. 

Catholics do not sufficiently appreciate this individual 
attention which they receive from God through their 
Church, They mist be reminded of the distinct advantages 
of it by non-Catholics. 

Recently a minister of the gospel referred to the vague 
generalities with which Protestants deal and to ministers’ 
speculations concerning what is needful and what is not for 
salvation. -He compared the Protestant way with the Cath- 
olic way of ministering to.man, and the outstanding con- 
trast, appearing so pronounced, was made the subject of 
comment by editors of secular journals as well as of the 
Protestant religious press. 

Christ is the resurrection and the life, and the Author 
particularly of the supernatural life, which is communi- 
cated through the Sacrament of Baptism, and which He 
wants everyone to maintain and promote through the other 
sacraments, which may be administered only by those duly 
delegated and commissioned. The miracles which Christ 
wrought during His public life all symbolized His office 6f 
Life-Giver. When He gave sight to the blind He promoted 
physical life, but intended to teach a lesson of spiritual 
vision. The lame who were cured by Him moved with new 
alacrity, the palsied with new strength, and the many that 
were taken with divers diseases were given a new lease on 
life. But with each cure went implicitly the order “Go thou 
and sin no more, lest something worse happen to thee.” 

What should appeal to Catholics as clearly the greatest 
difference between their Church and all others is that it 
possesses the means of supernatural life, while the others 
have not, and cannot have them, since the supernatural can 
come only from a divinely-instituted religion. You have 
been taught that the Church has no power to institute sacra-» 
ments because they are a means of grace; and since only 
God can give grace, only He can institute the means of im- 
parting it to others. ;

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St. Ambrose tells usthat Christ 
first appeared to His Holy Moth- 
er. St. Peter was the first of the 
Apostles to see the risen Lord. 
(Luke xxiv, 9). Early in the 
morning of Easter Sunday, 
Christ appeared to Mary Mag- 
dalen by the sepulchre (Mark 
xvi-9; John xx, 15), and then to 
the holy women as they were 
leaving the grave (Matt xxviii, 
9). In the evening He appeared 
to the two disciples who were go- 
ing to Emmaus, (Luke xxiv); 
and immediately after, to the as- 
sembled disciples in the upper- 
room. Qn this occasion it would 
be’ well for you to read how Jesus 
appeared to Thomas and reprov- 
ed him for his lack of Faith. You 
will find this in the xxth chapter 
of St. John’s Gospel. The Apos- 
tles did not think the testimony 
of the holy women sufficient, but 
they testified in person to His 
Resurrection.
